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MARKET  REVIEW 

July  was  a  month  of  steady  and  large  volume  demand  for  refined 
sugar.    The  demand  appeared  to  be  for  sugar  mostly  for  immediate 
use,,        Large  usage  by  some  important  segments  of  the  industry, 
such  as  soft  drink  and  ice  cream  manufacturer ss  is  reported,,  The 
usual  decrease  m  deliveries  from  June  to  July  did  not  occur,  nor 
does  the  decrease  from  July  to  August  in  the  usual  degree  appear 
likely  this  year.    Deliveries  for  United  States  consumption  in  July 
were  3  percent  larger  than  in  June.    This  compares  with  a  5  per- 
cent decrease  from  June  to  July  last  year  and  with  a  10o  8  percent 
average  decrease  during  the  1951-1954  period. 

Deliveries  for  United  States  consumption  in  1955  through  July 
totaled  4,  808r  000  tons,   1  18,  000  more  than  during  the  same  period 
last  year.    Beet  processors  delivered  ls  109?  000  tons,   137s  000  more 
than  in  1954-  and  importers  delivered  41 1;,  000  tons,  48,  000  more 
than  a  year  ago;  cane  sugar  refiners,  however,  delivered  3S  273s  000 
tons,   38,  000  less  than  last  year.    Deliveries  during  the  first  half  of 
August  continued  to  run  ahead  of  the  preceding  year  and  by  August 
15  total  deliveries  from  January  1  exceeded  by  152,  000  tons  the 
total  deliveries  during  the  same  period  of  1954.    Through  August  15s 
approximately  1,  200,  000  tons  of  beet  sugar  were  delivered.    As  a 
result  of  such  large  deliveries,  pressure  to  move  beet  sugar  into 
territories  with  high  freight  absorptions  eased  markedly. 

Charges  against  quotas  through  July  totaled  53  0953  000  tons,  7,  000 
tons  more  than  during  the  corresponding  period  of  1954.  Approxi- 
mately 61  percent  of  the  Ss  3000  000-t6n  total  quota  for  1955  had  been 
filled  by  the  end  of  July.    This  is  about  in  line  with  the  percentage 
filled  during  the  first  seven  months  on  the  average  during  the  past 
five  years.    Entries  from  Cuba3  however,  were  250s  000  tons  less 
than  last  year.    About  63  percent  of  the  Cuban  quota  for  1955  had 
been  filled  by  July  31.    This  compares  with  7  3  percent  of  the  Cuban 
1954  quota  filled  through  July  of  last  year.    Entries  from  Hawaii 
were  90s  000  tons  less  than  those  to  the  end  of  July  1954.  However, 
with  the  strike  now  ended  at  the  California  and  Hawaiian  Refinery,, 
entries  may  be  expected  to  increase.  Charges  against  the  quotas  of 
the  mainland  producing  areas  through  July  were  higher  than  to  the 
corresponding  date  in  any  other  year  during  the  life  of  the  Sugar  Act 
of  1948.    This  holds  true  also  for  entries  from  the  Philippines  and 
from  "full  duty"  countries.    Through  July s  75  percent  of  the  Philip- 
pines quota,  66  percent  of  the  "full  duty"  quotas  63  percent  of  the 
mainland  sugarcane  quota,,  and  62  percent  of  the  domestic  beet  quota 
had  been  filled. 
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Primary  distributors'  total  stocks  on  July  31  were  200,  000  tons 
less  than  at  the  end  of  June  due,  primarily,  to  reductions  in  stocks 
of  beet  sugar „         Refiner s:  stocks  remained  approximately  at  the 
500,  000-ton  level,  about  100;  000  tons  less  than  at  the  same  date  of 
1954. 

Pricewise:  raw  cane  sugar,   duty  paid  New  York;  after  declining 
from  5=  95  cents  per  pound  on  July  1  to  5,  90  cents  on  July  7S  ad- 
vanced to  6,  05  cents  on  July  12  where  it  remained  throughout  the 
rest  of  the  month0        The  July  average  price  for  raw  cane  sugar, 
duty  paid  New  York,  of  6,  0  1  cents  per  pound,  was  approximately 
the  same  as  the  6C  02 -cent  average  for  June,    Last  year  the  July 
price  averaged  60  19  cents  and  for  the  1950- 1954  period,  6.29 
cents.      The  average  for  the  first  16  days  of  August  was  6.  03  cents. 
The  monthly  average  price  of  raw  sugar  for  the  first  seven  months 
of  this  year;   5,  93  cents  per  pound,  was  0.  20  cent  per  pound  below 
the  average  for  the  same  period  of  last  year  and  0 c  1  6  cent  below 
the  January- July  average  for  the  1950-1954  period. 

Wholesale  list  prices  of  refined  sugar  during  July  were  unchanged 
from  June,   except  for  s  ome  reported  increases  in  the  price  of  off- 
shore refined  sugar.    About  mid-August,  prices  of  refined  sugar 
in  the  Chicago-West  territory  strengthened  and  cane  sugar  sold  on 
a  day-to-day  basis  at  $8.40  per  100-pound  bag  and  beet  sugar  at 
$8.20,       Since  early  July,  such  sales  %.ad  been  made  at  $8.  30  and 
$8,  10,  respectively,  and  prior  to  that  time,  at  $8.  20  and  $8.  00, 
Concessions  with  respect  to  prepays  also  had  been  withdrawn  in 
parts  of  the  territory  early  in  July  and  advances  have  occurred 
since  that  time.         Limited  offerings  of  beet  sugar  in  much  of  this 
territory  contributed  to  the  firmer  price  situation  now  prevailing. 
Prices  of  cane  sugar  in  the  Gulf  territory  increased  10  cents  and 
day-to-day  sales  of  refined  cane  sugar  are  being  made  at  $8.45 
per  100-pound  bag.    No  change  has  been  indicated  in  the  price  of 
refined  sugar  in  other  territories.    The  differential  between  raw 
and  refined  sugar  in  New  York  from  January  through  July  was  2.  64 
cents  per  pound.    This  compares  with  2,  62  cents  in  1954,  and  an 
average  of  about  20  34  cents  for  the  1950-1954  period. 

The  world  market  price  has  fluctuated  narrowly  between  3.20  and 
3.  23  cents  per  pound  since  the  end  of  June.     Since  the  5  percent 
world  quota  reduction  of  July  5  failed  to  raise  the  price  level  to 
the  3,25-cent  per  pound  minimum  of  the  International  Sugar  Coun- 
cil's "zone  of  stabilized  prices,  "  another  5  percent  cut  had  to  be 
made  on  August  10,    The  effect  of  this  cut  on  the  quotas  of  coun- 
tries able  to  export  was  mitigated  by  new  deficit  reallocations  just 
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as  the  effect  of  the  July  5  quota  cut  was  modified  by  deficit  reallo- 
cations„      Theoretically,  quotas  have  been  reduced  to  80  percent  of 
the  basic  export  tonnages;  actually,  deficit  reallocations  have 
resulted  in  effective  quotas  of  about  90  percent  of  basic  export  ton- 
nages for  countries  able  to  export  that  much. 

The  Philippiness  through  action  of  the  Council,  received  the  entire 
20,  000-ton  special  hardship  reserve  for  the  purpose  of  obtaining 
critically  needed  rice  by  barter  from  neighboring  countries.

5.  Each  United  States  geographic  region  received 

more  sugar  during  the  second  quarter  of  this 
year  than  last.       The  increases  ranged  from  1.8 
percent  for  the  North  Central  States  to  14.  1  per- 
cent for  the  New  England  States.    Deliveries  to 
the  Middle  Atlantic  and  Southern  States  were  8.  0 
percent  and  9.  3  percent  larger,  respectively, 
and  to  the  Western  States  2.  5  percent  larger. 
Deliveries  during  the  second  quarter  this  year 
were  also  larger  in  each  geographic  region  than 
during  the  first  quarter  this  year.  These 
increases  were  larger  than  those  from  the  first 
to  the  second  quarter  a  year  ago,  except  for  the 
North  Central  region.    Last  year,  there  were 
decreases  in  deliveries  to  the  New  England  States 
(13.  3  percent)  and  to  the  Middle  Atlantic  States 
(1.3  percent)  from  the  first  to  the  second 
quarter. 

6.  Bakery,  cereal,  and  allied  products;  beverages; 

non-food  products;  and  hotels,    restaurantss  and 
institutions  were  the  groups  to  which  more  sugar 
was  shipped  by  primary  distributors  during  the 
first  quarter  of  1955  than  during  the  same  quarter 
of  1954.  The  increases  ranged  from  6  per- 

cent to  32  percent.  Deliveries  to  other  iden- 

tifiable groups  were  less  by  2  percent  to  10  per- 
cent.   Deliveries  to  wholesalers  and  retailers 
were  down  for  each  geographic  region.  Deliv- 
eries to  other  groups  were  larger  in  some  regions 
and  smaller  in  others.
